How The A.C.T. Northern Alberta 
Crippled Children's Fund Operates 

The A.C.T. Crippled Children's Committee operates 365 days a year. On the 
road in the course of their day-to-day duties; in hotel lobbies in the evenings; across 
the counters from their regular clients; and by direct contact through their Fund 
secretary; the Committee receives reports of crippled children in need of help. Par¬ 
ents or other interested parties are contacted and the wheels of mercy are set in 
motion. 

A preliminary application is submitted to the committee which considers the 
application and the applicant from every possible angle. If the request for assistance 
appears justified, the case is then submitted to the Medical Advisory Board for con¬ 
sideration on the medical aspects of the case. This Board, which consists of three 
members of the Orthopaedic Surgeons in Edmonton, under chairmanship of Dr. 
Gordon L. Wilson, then make the necessary recommendations. 

In this way more than 200 needy crippled children have benefitted, many of 
whom are leading an active useful life today and will become wage earners tomorow.

Case History...Just One of 200 


TONY JANCSEK, NORTH STAR, ALBERTA 

North Star is one of Canada's most northernmost farming communities. It is 
situated 50 miles north of Peace River and is too far away for the A.C.T. Search for 
Talent Show to appear there. But Tony Jancsek, whose picture you can see on Page 
13, knows about the A.C.T., about their Search for Talent Shows and about the 
A.C.T. Northern Alberta Crippled Children's Fund. 

Tony was admitted to hospital in Edmonton July 3, 1953, suffering from a hip 
injury. He was admitted through the A.C.T. Northern Alberta Crippled Children's 
Fund. 

Tony underwent a series of X-rays, which was followed by surgery. He was dis¬ 
charged from hospital September 16, 1953 after-the Crippled Children’s Fund paid 
X-ray, medical and hospitalization fees totalling $665.69. 

Tony is expected to return to Edmonton for a further check-up in three months 
time. He is ten years old. 

This is just one of more than 200 case histories which read much the same. 
North Star is but one of more than 100 communities from which these crippled 
bodies have received varied degrees of relief, thanks to the generosity of the sup¬ 
porters of the projects sponsored by the Associated Canadian Travellers of Edmonton 
in support of Crippled Children.
